1 WASHINGTON, June 4.—Navy de- 
partment officials believed today that 
Hie submarine tliat sank 
probably 


more than 10 American vessels off 
the Atlantic coast was on its way back 
to its base and that for the time 
being the danger was over. Secretary 
Daniels announced in 
the 
morning 
that no additional advices of subma- 
rine activities had reached the depart- 
ment. 
Warships, submarine chasers 
and 


airplanes were scouring the seas today 
in search of the enemy. Navy officials 
threw a veil of secrecy 
over 
their 


movements, however, and 
requested 
newspapers to make no mention of 
their whereabouts. 
' There is a growing impression here 
that only one submarine took part in 
(he raid. The navy department has 
only one report to indicate the pres- 
ence of more. That is the statement 
of the captain of the schooner Cole 
that he saw the periscope of a. second 
U-boat. Mr. Daniels said today that 
nothing to confirm reports Indicating 
that from one to five submersibles had 
been oft the coast had been received. 
He. reiterated his opinion that the pur- 
pose of the raid was to create a de- 
mand in the United States for the re- 
turn of naval craft to home waters. 
This, he said, was based on specula- 
tion and not on any concrete informa- 
tion. 
No information has reached the de- 


partment, it was said, indicating that

CHANGE IT QUICKLY 


If it be necessary to amend the con- 


stitution to prevent foreigners who 
are not naturalized from voting in our 
elections for congressmen, senators 
and presidential electors, then the con- 
stitution should be changed. In nine 
states foreigners have been accorded 
this privilege. In some cases the. for- 
eigners have taken out first papers, 
but for the majority the privilege has 
been extended unconditionally. It is 
something in the nature of an out- 
rage to permit anything of this kind 
during the war when alien enemies 
can vote for what they know to be 
injurious to our interests. 


GERMAN BRUTALITY 


As might bo expected- the Germans 


are starting out to inflict brutal treat- 
ment on American prisoners. Early in 
the

their 
chief 
enmity 
was 


towards the French, then it was trans- 
ferred to the British and hymns of 
hate were sung appealing to the Al- 
mighty to "strafe" England. Now it 
'eems to be that Americans arc the 
chief objects of German hatred.. The 
Huns evidently realize that but for 
America they could easily win the war 
But the day of reckoning will come to 
Germany and she will pay dearly for 
he.r brutality, not only against our 
prisoners of war but for the special 
drive of her aviators 
against 
base 


hospitals. 


HOLD THE LIBERTY BONDS 


There are now four issues of Liber- 


ty Bonds outstanding. 
These include 


the first Liberty Loan, the second and 
third, and bonds of the second issue 
which have been obtained by the con- 
version of bonds of the first issue into 
bonds of the second. 


Shortly two new issues will make 


their appearance. They will be 4 1-4 
per cent bonds obtained by conver- 
sions of bonds of the first and second 
issues into bonds of the third issue. 


Any of these bonds may be sold in 


the market at a price slightly below- par 
value. Possibly they will remain below 
par throughout the war. but they are 
about as sure to increase in value af- 
ter the war is over as the sun is sure 
to rise.

this side. This menace will be taken 
care of. The 
German 
"subs" 
that 


have come here are not likely ever to 
return. 


Unless they have a base in Jlexico 


or the West Indies they cannot do 
very much harm, but if 
they 
have 


bases on the Atlantic coast, that fact 
will soon be determined. 


Washington experts 
believe 
there 


are five of them in all: but it is prob- 
able that there is a mother ship, one 
of the Deutchland class, to serve as 
a movable base for the smaller craft. 
It is possible also that the submersi- 
bles may seize and arm some Ameri- 
can ship to be used as a commerce 
raider. 
T*hey have done that before 


with some success, but against this 
also the navy department will take all 
necessary precautions. 


It is probable that some ships, the 


Cyclops 
included, 
have been 
sunk 


without leaving a trace; but the grati- 
fying feature is that the raiders have 
not sunk any troopship, the destruc- 
tion of which is the main objective in 
American waters.

think also about whether or not a 
woman with snilicient training could 
do your work, not as well perhaps as 


you, 
at first, but could she learn to 


do your work? 


When 
you 
are 
thinking 
about 


whether or not your job will be in the 
list of non-useful jobs, put yourself 
in the place of Provost Marshal Crow- 
der, who must not only get men into 
the army, but must see that all the 
man-power of the country is working 
in things which are useful in helping 
to win the war, and then you can 
figure out just what kind of a job you 
hold.

on July 1 
There will

Maybe you just happened to get into

SHEDD PARK UNDEVELOPED 
Some years ago Freeman B. Shedd 


donated to the city a splendid site for 
a public park. He had landscape gar- 
deners draw plans of 
the 
way 
he 


wanted 
it 
developed. There 
were 


places for swimming pools in summer, 
tennis courts, ball fields and an out- 
door gymnasium or playground. 


The design was beautiful and every- 


thing in it was admirably adapted to 
the needs of the city. 


Mr. 
Shedd 
supposed 
his 
design 


•ould be carried out. to the letter, and 


Indeed It was on that condition .the 
gift- was accepted by tho city. But 
thero was no time fixed for tho com- 
pletion of the work, so that tho city 
may extend tho time for this develop 
mont lo Ihe «vo of 
doomsday. The 


failure to carry out the plan of the 
donor looks like a breach of faith, a 
though legaljy and technically under 
tho terms of acceptance it Is not. 


But the neglect conveys a lesson 


for others who might havo any in- 
tention of malting public bequests to 
the city. If thero is in this city today 
a big-hearted man or woman who has 
any intention of donating a $500,000 
park to the city on condition that cer- 
tain improvements be made at some 
time in the future, wo advise such per- 
son in advance not to do it just that 
way. Make the conditions detinite and 
binding, or otherwise your gift will 
he accepted and when you are gone 
your plans will be disregarded by the 
! municipal council that cares little for 


j tho views of dead men who very sel- 
jdom vote in this city. 
Therefore, 


I make the conditions definite and secure 
! so that no city government on any 


I pretext whatsoever can evade the con- 


j sequences. 
In other words, nothing is 


j to be left to the discretion of the mu- 


I nicipal authorities in matters of public 


,( bequests. 


The park board is much devoted to 


its work; 
but it cannot 
make 
the 


necessary improvements without mon- 
ey and has to depend upon the wishes 
of the municipal council for all ap- 
propriations. It is to be regretted that 
Jlr. Shedd did not leave enough money 
to carry out his plan of the completed 
park. As he very evidently presumed 
that the city would have no hesitation 
in doing this, his good opinion of our 
municipal liberality for 
public 
im- 


provements was not quite correct. 


As a result there is a splendid op- 


portunity for some wealthy citizen to 
donate to the city a sufficient sum to 
complete Mr. Shedd's design in a sin- 
gle year. This would be a great ser- 
vice to the city of Lowell and especial- 
ly to the factory operatives that fre- 
quent the park. It would make the 
crowd in summer as laige as that 
which visits the skating park in the 
winter. 
There is here an opportunity 


to meet a real public necessity which 
might justify a change in the name 
of the park by adding the name of the 
new donor to that of Sir. Shedd mak- 
ing it, for instance, the "Shedd 
" 


park.

over and that the unwelcome visitors 
are scuttling back to the other side, 
but that comforting theory is not in- 
terfering with the most elaborate pa- 
trol of the Atlantic coast that it can 
accomplish. 


From Cape Cod to the 
Delaware 


capes, the ocean is dotted with every 
sort of craft that can mount a gun or 
send a message. 


Everything that Is fit to fly over 


water is up in the air over the same 
zone, and the atmosphere is all a 
sputter with wireless messages. 


The reason for the belief that the 


U-boats have gone is found in the be- 
lief that their purpose Jn .coming was 
less to sink merchantmen and trans- 
ports on our own shores than to scare 
us into recalling our destroyers from 
the otjier side or at elast compel us 
to reduce our fleet over there, so that 
the U-boats may be'able to stick, their 
noses out of the sea without having1 a 
depth bomb smash them. 


The appearance of the U-boats on 


this side is believed to be a drive at 
the American transports, but only by 
indirection. The Oermans know they 
cannot hang around outside New York 
harbor waiting for transports, but if 
they are able to force us to strengthen 
the convoys at this end they think we 
will have to let some of our ships go 
inadequately guarded at the .other end. 
They cannot spend much time over 
here unless all our information about 
the cruising radius of the submarines 
is faulty. 


The two trips of 
the Deutschland 


and the visit of the U-G3 demonstrated 
the ability of the undersea vessels to 
cross the ocean and return without re- 
fueling', but. they dare not take the 
chance of running1 short of oil 3000 
miles from their bases. 
"The German Way" 


"It's the German way of trying .to 


make us keep a considerable number 
of our destroyers out of the war zone," 
said-Asst. Sec. .of the Navy.Roosevelt 
yesterday. 


"If they could force the retention of

Have Been Expecting Raid 


The coming of the U-boats is not

On- 
ly one man was on the deck at 
the 


time, the rest of us being below at 
dinner.

utes later Captain William H. Davis 
discovered the undersea boat in the 
distance. 
An officer and several men 


came aboard of our craft and we were 
told to leave 
the schooner at once. 


While we were putting a few cans of 
water and.some tins of biscuits in our 
boat, the Germans went about and 
placed bombs on tho vessel. 


"Following the orders of 
the sub- 


marine officer, we went alongside the 
U-boat, where we remained until our 
vessel was sent to the bottom. The 
submarine shelled her in addition to 
exploding the bombs, and she sank in 
about five minutes. 


"The German captain, 
who 
spoke 


good English, treated us very nicely, 
although he had little to say. 
After 


the Haskell had gone down, he told us 
to proceed and bade us a cheery good- 
bye.

In aerial com- 
bats there another German machine has been brought down. 
An American patrol east of Luneville, after being sur- 
rounded by a superior enemy force, fought its way through 
to the American line,-suffering only slight losses.
